As of now, only Deval Patrick, a former US 
assistant attorney general for civil rights dur- 
ing the Clinton administration, is assured of a 
spot. Patrick bucked the conventional wisdom 
with his insurgent challenge to twice-elected 
state attorney general Thomas Reilly. He swept 
the February caucuses during which many of 
the delegates to the Worcester convention 
were cho 

Since hen, onetime front-runner Reilly 
has been fighting for his — life. With 
f would-be kingmakers like 
Boston mayo orTh 10mas Menino and Senate 
president Robert Travaglini, Reilly is thought 
by political oddsmakers to be in a position to 
squeak through. It’s unclear, however, 
whether Reilly’s supporters are trying to 
lower expectations in an effort to dampen 
Gabrieli’s campaign to woo delegates or 
whether Reilly is still in fact in trouble. 
Whatever the answer, Cabrieli’s candidacy 
will inject even more drama into the Democ- 
rats’ already intriguing proceedings. 

A son of immigrants and a Harvard gradu-

ate, Cabrieli is a self-made multimillionaire 
A long-time party activist with a reputation 


for being something of a policy wonk, 
Cabrieli a twice before unsuccessfully run 
for office: first for the congressional seat ulti- 
mately captured by former Somerville mayor 
Michael Capuano, in 1998, and then as the 
nning mate for Democratic g gubernatorial- 
t leader Shannon O’Brien, in 2002. 

Gabrieli entered the race not quite eight 
weeks ago, after he was unceremoniously 
squeezed aside as Reilly’s probable running 
mate by the AC’s disastrous decision to tap 
Dorchester state senator Marie St. Fleur as 
his number two. News of her past tax trou- 
bles instantly forced St. Fleur from the race 
and further wounded Reilly, who was already 
bleeding from his questionable intervention 
in a Worcester County drunk-driving case. 

Reilly's political ineptitude added luster to 
ick’s outsider campaign, which contin- 
to gain momentum until Gabrieli entered 
race.

who — once elected — quickly turned his eyes 
toward a more glittering prize and is now an 
unannounced candidate for president. The 
idea of an independent candidate for governor 
is appealing in theory, but to date independ- 
ent candidate Christy Mihos’s challenge to 
Healey does not suggest that he is ready or 
able to occupy the governor's office. 

With the jury still out — but not at all 
promising with regard to Mihos — it’s clear 
that any of the three Democrats would make a 
better governor than Healey. Reilly would be 
marginally better, but his ties to the business- 
as-usual Democratic clubhouse and his politi- 
cal ineptitude raise serious questions about 
his ability to beat Healey. Add to that the fact 
that in recent memory no attorney general — 
not even the admirable Frank Belotti (who 
lost the 1990 primary to John Silber) or the 
stalwart Scott Harshbarger (who lost the 1998 
final election to Paul Cellucci) — has been 
able to make the leap into the governor's 
chair, and the Democrats would do well to 
wonder why they think Reilly can. 

There is no doubt that Patrick, an under- 
privileged kid from Chicago who won scholar- 
ships to Milton Academy and Harvard, 
showed guts and imagination by jumping in- 
to the race against what was once considered 
an unbeatable Reilly. And maybe it’s a sign of 
his shrewdness that this onetime underdog is 
waiting to capture his party’s top spot before 
he shows voters more of what he’s made of. 
But we don’t think we're alone in thinking 
that he has squandered a political opportuni- 
ty by allowing what should have been a plus 
with vote-tipping suburban-independent vot- 
ers — his knowledge of how the private sector 
works — to be turned into a political liability. 
Reilly has made political hay out of Patrick’s 
board membership in a predatory finance 
company. And Patrick has been unconvincing 
— so far — in his efforts to paint himself as a 
corporate reformer, as opposed to a corporate 
seat warmer. 

Is Gabrieli a better bet than Patrick? We’re 


not sure. But Gabrieli, who seems to be politi- 


cally beholden to no one, is good on educa- 
tion, good on economic development, good 
yn gay marriage, and he promises to attract

first-rate talent to serve Massachusetts. His 
financially lucrative private-sector experi- 
ence, unlike Governor Romney’s, created 
thousands of jobs, while his record of work- 
ing to make government better by making it 
more thoughtful is second to none. And his 
willingness to sign on in the number-two 
spot in the ill-fated Shannon O’Brien cam- 
paign — as well as his further willingness to 
put his considerable personal fortune at the 
Democrats’ disposal in doing so — should si- 
lence soreheads who say he is trying to buy 
his way into the race. 

By any stretch of the imagination Gabrieli 
deserves to have his candidacy put before vot- 
ers who participate in September’s Democrat- 
ic primary. If the Democrats deny him a shot, 
they may end up denying themselves the gov- 
ernor’s office — yet again. 


REFUGEES AND IMMIGRATION 
Political conservatives’ calls for fence 
“seal” the border between Mexico and the US, 
and the inability of Washington officials to 
agree on any sort of resolution to the long- 
neglected problem illegal immigration that 
is both workable and humane, is a dangerous 
and dispiriting thing. Anyone who doubts 
that the system is seriously broken need only 
refer to the recent page-one story in the Boston 
Globe which reported that tens of thousands of 
legal refugees of 1999’s devastating Hurricane 
Mitch, displaced from their homes in Hon- 
duras, Nicaragua, and El Salvador, are failing 
to renew their temporary-protection status, 
which allows them to obtain Social Security 
cards and driver’s licenses. Why? The immi- 
gration system is so dysfunctional that these 
legal visitors would, in the words of one of 
their advocates, risk playing “Russian 
roulette” with their status and are gambling 
that some sort of amnesty will come from 
Washington that will offer them a more per- 
manent solution and save the $325 fees in- 
volved. The so-called amnesty they hope for 
May or may not materialize. And if it does, it 
is likely to come with conditions that are 
more stringent than the ones that now gov- 
ern their residency. Most of the people in- 
volved work in low-paying jobs, so what 
might seem like a nominal sum is in facta 
dear price refugees who are here because 
Hurricane Mitch. Those of us who oppose dra- 
conian measures to solve the larger national 
immigration crisis must realize that the first 
step to a reasonable solution is to enforce ex- 
isting laws, which, quite frankly, have served 
these refugees better than any other options 
available to them. American residency and 
ultimate citizenship have traditionally been 
considered a privilege by all generations in 
this nation of immigrants. Whatever their 
reasons, the Hurricane Mitch refugees are 
making an ill-advised bet on how to deal 
with their residency.

Freedom Watch Does Freezergate 


The constitutional crisis 
one seems understand 


After years playing dead 
while the gang of outlaws 
running the White House rou- 
tinely invaded the privacy of 
mere citizens without statutory 
authorization (“Bush's Real Mo- 
tive,” News and Features, Febru- 
ary 10), Congress was finally 
roused by executive aggression 
against one of its own last week. 
That's nice, except the dolts in 
Congress let the imperial presi 
dency get so out of hand that we 
are now faced with a truly nasty 
constitutional crisis. It’s one that 
is far more complex than anyone 
in government, academia, or the 
press seems to realize. 

When the FBI's search of 
Louisiana Democratic Representa 
tive William Jefferson's Capitol 
Hill office ignited a firestorm led 
by the formerly bootlicking House 
Republican leadership, Bush and 
Co. appeared surprised. After all, 
they thought they had the goods 
on Jefferson, who had already 
been caught on an FBI-sting video 
accepting $100,000 in cash, sus- 
pected to be a bribe. And there was 
no love lost for the Louisiana De- 
mocrat, as House minority leader

Nancy Pelosi herself made clear 
when she insisted publicly that 
Jefferson relinquish his seat on 
the Ways and Means Committee. 
(Jefferson refused.) The FBI had 
even gone to the trouble of get- 
ting the personal okay of Attor- 
ney General Alberto Gonzales, in 
addition to a court-ordered war- 
rant, to pursue their little fish- 
ing expedition. 

What the White House didn’t 
count on was that a red-hot Con- 
gress would invoke an obscure 
constitutional provision called 
the “speech or debate clause,” 
found in Article 1, Section 6, that 
protects the legislature from in- 
trusion by other branches of gov- 
ernment under certain circum- 
stances. Under its terms, it is 
likely that the Department of 
Justice was required, at the very 
least, to ask the House leader- 
ship for permission to execute 
the warrant and to allow an ob- 
server appointed by the House to 
monitor the intrusion on Jeffer- 
son's office. The provision is 
nothing less than a bulwark of 
the separation-of-powers doc- 
trine, derived from ancient par- 
liamentary restrictions on Eng- 
lish kings. It accounts for why 
the executive branch has never 
before in the Republic's history 
dared to search a member of

Watergate. In the Watergate case, 
the Supreme Court ruled that ex- 
ecutive privilege did not protect 
Nixon from having to turn over 
White House tapes to a congres- 
sionally appointed special prose- 
cutor, who had requested them 
through subpoena. However, 
there’s a world of difference be- 
tween proceeding by subpoena 
and conducting an FBI raid, 
which gives agents access to all 
manner of confidential legislative 
materials sitting in the Congress 
member's office. Moreover, in 
the Nixon-tapes case, a very care- 
ful process was set up by which 
the tapes were listened to. In the 
Jefferson case, FBI agents were 
there in the office alone, rum- 
maging through the congress- 
man’s papers, the overwhelming 
bulk of which surely related to 
his constitutionally protected leg- 
islative activities rather than to 
any bribery scheme. Besides, the 
concept of “executive privilege” is 
not in the Constitution. Rather, 
it’s a court-made construct of 
limited scope, so it offered flimsy 
grounds for Nixon's case — unlike 
Congress's reliance on the speech 
or debate clause that, although 
narrowly limited to the protec- 
tion of legislative activities, 
would almost certainly prohibit 
Bush's unrestricted meddling 
with Jefferson's papers.

A 
search, after all, is one giant step 
more intrusive than a subpoena 
that simply demands that the con- 
gressman produce the document. 
Nixon and Mitchell did not even 
subpoena Cravel directly, fearful 
of transgressing the clause. In- 
stead, they subpoenaed one of the 
senator’s aides, but Gravel inter- 
vened to argue that the subpoena 
was an intrusion by the executive 
branch into his official work. Even 
the subpoena caused a firestorm, 
and the Senate joined the 
Supreme Court fight behalf 
legislative privilege. The court was 
unanimous in ruling that the 
clause protected all legislative ac- 
tivities, but Gravel lost his effort 
to overturn the subpoena by a sin- 
gle vote because of the manner in 
which he’d processed the papers. 
Had the FBI raided Gravel’s office, 
it would have likely shown up in 
the bill impeachment being 
drawn up at the time Nixon re- 
signed the presidency. 

Bush announced a 45-day 
cooling-off period during which 
the seized documents will be held 
but not read by the solicitor gener- 
al while the Department of Justice 
tries work out plan with the 
House leadership. Attorney Gener- 
al Gonzales and FBI director Robert 
Mueller, who don’t seem to under- 
stand the meaning and scope 
the clause (any more than do most 
legal commentators being quoted 
in the press), have threatened to 
resign if the documents are re- 
turned. But if they really grasped 
the scale of the constitutional in- 
sult the administration has 
hurled at Congress, they might 
have instead suggested that House 
counsel share custody of the Jeffer- 
son papers with the solicitor gen- 
eral.

HAS COME OVER THE PAST 25 YEARS? 
Absolutely. When I think back to the three- 
year prediction, people thought that this was 
another virus, and we had seen epidemics be- 
fore, like Polio and TB and measles, so surely 
this will go the same way. What we did not 
understand was that this virus had a mind of 
it’s own and was not going to submit easily. 
Five years in, it was pretty clear that we were 
in a whole different ball game and it was get- 
ting worse, not better. 
It is important that we continue on all 
the fronts of education, prevention, and 
awareness. Unfortunately, in some schools in 
Boston, the curriculums that took us years to 
develop are not being used. That is not about 1 
complacency, it is the wacko parents who ‘ 
don’t want sex education taught school. 
The effect these right wing religious fanat- 
ics who are AIDS phobic, sex phobic, homo- 
phobic, make it hard for AIDS education to 
happen. 


WHAT MAKES YOU OPTIMISTIC?

INVESTIGATIVE REPORTING AND, WELL, JUST REPORTING 


MORE THAN 
TALKING HEADS? 


“Team Investigates” 
all about quantity. 


THE MAY “TEAM INVESTIGATES” STORY HAD MANY THE ELEMENTS 
CLASSIC JOURNALISTIC SLEUTHING. UPSET VICTIMS. LAW BREAKING. 
PUBLIC-SAFETY FEARS. AND DRAMATIC SCENE WHICH THE 


reporter Channel 5’s tough-minded 
Susan Wornick marched into alleged 
wrongdoer’s office for tense face-off. 

There was just one missing ingredient 
necessary transform the story into high 
TV drama: the subject itself. “Limo Rides 
Gone Bad” was piece about Easton 
High School promgoers who were sadly 
but not quite tragically left cooling their 
heels when their limo driver was arrested 
for having suspended license. 

Mildly intriguing? Sure. Offbeat? Yes. 
But really didn’t register the “Holy 
shit, Martha!” scale. 

Back January, accompanied dra- 
matic promotional spots featuring gritty 
street scenes, opened locks, prying flash- 
lights, and intrepid reporters jogging 
somewhere (apparently after their prey), 
unveiled the biggest and most 
prolific investigative unit television 
market that has had a pretty good tradi- 
tion sweeps-inspired muckraking. 

Staffed impressive team that in- 
cludes four producers and five reporters, 
“Team 5 Investigates” has cranked out al- 
most 50 pieces in less than four months — 
breakneck pace that will yield about 150 


stories per year. few stories such 
stakeout that found Massport employees 
snoozing their posts Logan Airport 
have the look, the feel, and some the 
impact traditional investigative jour- 
nalism. Some stories such the news 
that the Sheraton Ferncroft hotel kitchen 
was shut down for health violations 
clearly fit the definition breaking news. 
Many stories — such as Wornick’s story 
about the poor supervision limo drivers 
fall comfortably into the category con- 
sumer-oriented reporting. And you 
listen to the Channel 5 staffers talk about 
their efforts, you detect a subtle but 
palpable change the definition 
investigative reporting. 

“Our goal was uncover information 
opposed just reporting the news,” 
says the team’s executive producer Jen 
Berryman.

It’s fair suggest that those defini- 
tions can simply describe the criteria for 
solid-news reporting rather than for the 
groundbreaking investigative scoops that 
often come from exhaustive, painstak- 
ing, and high-risk reporting. And among 
critics, there’s sense that “Team Inves- 
tigates” more promotional and 

marketing concept than vehicle for 
potent, homegrown must-see 
journalism. 
One staffer rival sta- 
tion characterizes the Chan- 
nel 5 team’s work as “sto- 
ries that think would

CANDID CAMERA 

Although boasts the biggest and busiest 
team, Channel 5 certainly doesn’t have a 
monopoly on investigative reporting in 
Boston television. 

CBSq’s three-person team is led by 
reporters Kathy Curran and high-profile 
prober Joe Bergantino, who has been 
the beat for about years. (The station 
hired the Boston Herald’s Maggie 


Mulvihill fill vacant producer-reporter 
slot.) The team is best known for dramat- 
ic, confrontational pieces that unearth 
everything from unsavory lawyers po- 
tentially dangerous cults. And cranks 
out about two pieces morith pace 
that usually doubled during crucial 
“sweeps” ratings periods. 

WHDH-TV (Channel 7) features the re- 
spected investigative-consumer reporter 
and 24-year station veteran Hank Phillippi 
Ryan. She works with two producers air 
about investigative pieces per year, in- 
cluding recent exposé how chain 
stores use different pricing structures for 
different neighborhoods and hidden- 
camera investigation pairs putting 
children risk. 

WFXT-TV (Channel 2s) has an aggressive 
four-person team that includes reporter 
Mike Beaudet and executive producer and 
former 60 Minutes producer Jon Wells. That 
undercover unit produces about 12 to 14 
stories each the three major sweeps 
months — February, May, and November 
— and cuts that pace approximately in half 
for the rest of the year. The station likes 
splashy targets, including doctor alleged 
to be overprescribing Oxycotin and danger- 
ous criminals not being adequately tracked 
by Massachusetts law enforcement. (Chan- 
nel 25 is also a defendant in a major law- 
suit alleging that the station defamed sev- 
eral members of the Islamic Society of 
Boston linking them with terrorism.) 

The new Channel 5 unit was based on 
successful six-year-old experiment that 
helped transform WBAL-TV Baltimore 
into the news-ratings winner that 
market. The common link there is Channel 
general manager Bill Fine, who worked 
general manger until came 
to Boston last year to replace Paul La 
Camera, who ended up at WBUR-FM. 

“It worked very, very well for Bal- 
timore,” says Fine. “There’s a good corre- 
lation between having strong investiga- 
tive unit and being news leader your 
marketplace. It’s not something that Ae 
takes off the first few months.... You 
start getting people open you, 
{and] got number whistle blowers 
down Baltimore.” 

The station’s team includes some tried- 
and-true veterans, including Wornick, 

skilled consumer reporter; long-time 
political reporter Janet Wu; and versatile Tn, 
anchor-reporter Rhondella Richardson. 
There’s also the talented eight-year staffer Re 
Kelley Tuthill and newcomer Sean Kelly, 
who came aboard last year. Each reporter

she is pulled out of the daily mix to work 
the investigative pieces, and the 
time those stories are ready for air, they 
generally run between two-and-a-half to 
three-and-a-half minutes each. 

Some stories, such the Logan Air- 
port stakeout, take up to a month to com- 
plete, and others, such as Wornick’s limo 
Saga, are turned around day. But 
Tuthill, who uses Tuesday and Wednes- 
day her“Team Investigates” days, 
Says that just getting a chance to break 
out the daily television-reporting grind 
godsend. 


WHAT UNCOVERS 

“If you look at the stories we’ve run, they 
don’t fall into one category,” says Jen 
Berryman. “They’re very wide-ranging.” 

preparing this piece, closely exam- 
ined 25 of the “Team 5 Investigates” stories 
— and it’s hard to argue with Berryman’s 
analysis. In fact, the 
pieces I reviewed could 
really fit into five dif- 
ferent categories. 

The most common 
story was really good 
old-fashioned con- 
sumer reporting. 
Wornick piece about 
prospective condo buy- 
er who found out his 
unit had shrunk 
about 100 square feet 
on-camera meeting 
between the buyer and 
the developer. But 
cautionary tale about 
not getting snookered. 
story about 
ethanol fuel causing 
engine problems for 
some boaters got a lot 
online attention. 
But didn’t exactly 
get anyone’s pulse rac- 
ing. A more ambitious 
story examined 
year’s worth Boston 
parking records unearth the city’s 
most ticketed meters. That’s pretty 
clever idea, but the punch line that 
most of them were located on a stretch of 
swanky Newbury Street wasn’t exactly 
front-page news. 

Some the stories are probably best 
described as solid news — sometimes 
breaking news pieces. That includes 
the Sheraton Ferncroft kitchen problem. 
(“It’s not Watergate,” admits Tuthill. 
“But the public benefited from the sto- 
ry.”) Another Tuthill story, which she 
worked long and hard get exclusive ac- 
cess warehouse which more than 
13,000 pieces valuable art from the 
suddenly shuttered Haley Steele gallery 
were being stored, was pretty good 
not exactly investigative blockbuster. 
And the limo-driver piece made for sol- 
top-of-the-newscast yarn, albeit one 
that doesn’t look like contender for 
Edward Murrow Award. 

Another genre what call strange 
and somewhat compelling human- 
interest stories, such Janet piece 
the unfortunate Dorchester property 
owner who had 280 gallons oil dumped 
into basement that didn’t have oil 
tank. Kelly’s tale one poor guy who 
keeps getting his license revoked and his 
insurance rates hiked because happens 
have the same name and date birth 
convicted Michigan felon. 

few the stories featuring either 
hidden cameras stakeouts had 
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much more the edgy “gotcha” feel that 
the holy grail for investigative jour- 
nalism. The Logan Airport story had 
great moment when Sean Kelly confront- 
Massport manager with video 
sleeping cashiers, forcing the flum- 
moxed official to concede that “we don’t 
allow anybody to sleep on the job.” 

Another piece, in which the station 
was granted access undercover op- 
eration designed nab underage 
drinkers which gave viewers glimpse 
of mountains of confiscated booze and 
sheepish victims had that gritty Cops 
feel to it and, frankly, made for very 
watchable TV. 

But there’s one category that points 
the inherent probiem trying 
crank out quasi-meaty three-minute ex- 
posés several times a week, it’s the Team 
stories that begged for more context 
and time. 

A Janet Wu story on dangerous sex of- 
fenders being shuffled out shelters and 
onto the streets of 
Worcester and Framing- 
ham was attention grab- 
bing, but left you 
wanting know more 
about the scope the 
problem and the broader 
issue housing crimi- 
nals. Likewise, Rhon- 
della Richardson report 
about four-year-old boy 
who was allegedly beat- 
death state cus- 
tody raised crucial ques- 
tions about the foster- 
care system too many 
which had unan- 
swered that abbreviat- 
format. 

When asked whether 
some these stories 
would ripen better with 
more reporting time and 
more minutes on the air, 
Berryman acknowledges 
that getting lot sto- 
ries the air priori- 
ty. “There are other 
shows that can save 
their stuff and eight- 
minute pieces,” she adds. 

And there lies the core of the “Team 5 
Investigates” strategy one that opts for 
quantity, regularity, and, hopefully, 
viewer familiarity: cranking out pieces 
assembly-line fashion. And in fairness, 
there are some real advantages that 
method. 

For one thing, does have the indis- 
putable virtue getting number pret- 
ty good three-minute stories on the air in 
era increasing story counts, decreas- 
ing story lengths, and near insane fixa- 
tion on the weather. For another, maybe 
Bill Fine right that creating brand 
identity, the investigative team can start 
cull the kind sources and leads that 
can lead bigger scoops down the road. 

But flashy promos catchy slogans 
notwithstanding, much of what comes 
out the “Team Investigates” model 
not investigative journalism any tradi- 
tional definition, even 
more flexible standards. 

The much ballyhooed investigative 
campaign may shrewd station 
marketing. And down the road may 
even lead better stories and piles 
of journalism awards, But at least for 
now, won’t make anyone forget 
Mike Wallace.

Strange, walking so close to the river’s 
irtace: it's almost as though you're walk- 
cross water. Good thing you're not: it’s 
gusting, laced with slicks of sewage and 
effluvium that leached into the river from 
overflowing sewers. Above the water, copi- 
ous thicket mosquitoes bobs and swarms 
over amorphous mess snot-green 
algae. You shudder, then scratch your arm. 
Crossing into Back Bay, you choose your 
route carefully. Avoiding the streets that 
look more like Venetian canals, you stick to 
the ones that are merely pocked with gap- 
ing puddles. Boylston Street is in pretty 
good shape, and you follow it toward the 
Public Garden, whose lagoon, all but dry 
last week, is now half-filled with days-old 
rainwater. On the Common, a couple of 
dogs gambol on the yellow hay-like grass. 
Cutting through Quincy Market, which 
is, surprisingly, still crowded with a goodly 
number of tourists, you make your way to 
the waterfront and find seat bench. 
The warm salt water plashes gently against 
the side the Custom House Tower. Look- 
ing out at the tiny planes, waiting patiently 
the eternal gridlock New Logan across 
the harbor, you almost doze off in the torpid 
warmth, watching the sunlight play on the 
water. Slowly, the quality of light changes. 
You look up as a gray thunderhead drifts in 
and enshrouds the sun, and starts pour. 


JUST HAD TASTE 

In May 2006, it rained for days and days. 
Biblical, Noah’s-ark rain. Sustained heavy 
showers, punctuated by drenching cloud- 
bursts. Rain that gorged rivers and streams, 
collecting in small lakes on the streets. Rain 
that submerged parking lots and play- 
grounds on the North Shore and in Merri- 
mack Valley. These scenes could have just 
as easily come from New Orleans’s Lower 
Ninth Ward. The flooding affected 14,000 
homes in 40 communities. Total damage 
could approach $100 million. 

Get used it. 

Strange and extreme spells weather 
like what saw May are “right line 
with what the models are predicting,” says 
Paul Kirshen, a research professor in the De- 
partment Civil and Environmental Engi- 
neering at Tufts’s Fletcher School of Law and 
Diplomacy. Kirshen was the project director 
of an exhaustive study, Climate’s Long-Term 
Impacts on Metro Boston (CLIMB), that tried 
to assess the costs global warming might ex- 
act during the next century. 

Four years in the making and commis- 
sioned by the Environmental Protection 
Agency to the tune of almost $1 million, 
CLIMB was the first study of the effects of 
global warming on a metropolitan urban 
area. “When people started talking about 
climate change in the late "80s, mid "90s, 
they focused things like agriculture, 
fisheries, water supply,” says Kirshen. 
“Everyone said you didn’t have to worry too 
much about the cities. But it turns out all 
the infrastructure that makes city life pos- 
sible depends very much climate. Build- 
ings are designed for certain temperatures, 
they need cooled and heated cor- 
rectly. Water-supply systems are designed 
for much ground-water availability. 
Health systems are very climate sensitive. 
Infrastructure very sensitive climate.” 

Here in Boston, we have much more 
than heavy rains worry about. 2100, 
the metro-Boston area can expect six-to- 
10-degree-Fahrenheit rise average tem- 
perature, according CLIMB’s findings. 
Sea levels could much meter high- 
er; heavy rains like what we had in May 
would cause much more extensive flooding. 
The city’s 100-year-old sewer systems — 
which then would 200 years old 
could make for big messes. In outlying 
areas, wetlands and estuaries could be

damaged irrevocably. With more than 30 
days year exceeding degrees, energy de- 
mands could skyrocket as more and more 
people tried to stay cool in the summer. 
There will more air pollution. There will 
more health problems, resulting from 
higher temperatures and from disease 
borne exploding bug populations. De- 
pending the severity the weather, the 
price tag for the havoc wrought infra- 
structure and for emergency services could 
approach $100 billion. 

Here’s how may all wash out. 


STORMS: THE NEW ORLEANS 

THE NORTH 

One hundred years from now, Massachusetts 
could look very different. The short animated 
films produced CLIMB (watch them 
net.org), showing the effect of a one-meter 
sea-level rise the polar ice caps melt, are 
startling. Boston, downtown and the 
waterfront look otherworldly, like some half- 
submerged Atlantis. The gorged Charles River 
swells and spills over into the Back Bay and 
Cambridge.

“All the relevant scientists agree that the 
temp goes up, going see big in- 
crease the insect population,” says Gelb- 
span.

It means a lot more mosquitoes on 
windless days. So you could see a big in- 
crease in tick-borne Lyme disease and also 
mosquito-borne diseases.” As warmer tem- 
peratures allow certain insects to move to 
higher latitudes, the incidence and preva- 
lence of vector-borne illnesses such as 
malaria, dengue fever, yellow fever, and en- 
cephalitis could increase. 

However, we should be less concerned 
with what bugs can than with 
what they can do to our food supply. “The 
main battle isn’t between insects and 


life forms; it’s between plants 
and insects,” says Paul Epstein, associate 
director the Center for Health and 

the Global Environment Harvard 
Medical School. 

Gelbspan shares these and other con- 
cerns about a major breakdown in our food- 
supply system. seeing big changes: 
the soil drying out too quickly; the timing 
the seasons changing, and therefore 
the crops are beginning bloom out 
whack. Those things are already beginning 
happen.”

Q | How would you assess the development 
of clean-energy alternatives? 

A| Solar, wind, and other less-emissions- 
intense technologies are already well devel- 
oped. What's needed now are strategies to 
get them to market. While the CO2 polluters 
do not pay, their energy will be cheaper, and 
they will stymie uptake of clean energy. The 
best mechanism is a broad-based, revenue- 
neutral carbon tax — i.e., tax the polluters 
and give everyone else an income-tax break 
to the equivalent amount. Of course, it has 
moved more slowly than it should. We can 
speed it up by making the polluter pay. 


Q | Do you consider geothermal energy to be 
part of the solution? 

A | Geothermal energy has enormous poten- 
tial. it was Nikolai Tesla who said that 
there's a lot of heat under our feet, and if we 
could tap it, we would have a limitless 
source energy. 


How you recommend that people 
about reducing their carbon footprint? 
Sell the SUV and buy smaller car. Buy 
solar hot-water system and energy-efficient 
goods. There are hundreds ways mak- 
ing a difference, so go online and discover 
what works best your area.

“Most of Massachusetts gets its water from 
the MWRA [Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority], from the Quabbin and 
Wachusett reservoirs,” Kirshen says. “The 
demand that system right now far less 
than the amount that system can deliver.”

But, says Kirshen, dur- 
ing heavy storms the sort can expect 
more the future, “the runoff from the 
streets goes into this system that carries 
sanitary waste and rainwater. When you 
get a ton of rain, those systems overflow.” 
Eutrophication when water bodies 
ceive excess nutrients from sewage runoff, 
which stimulates excessive plant growth 
(algae and aquatic weeds) and reduces dis- 
solved oxygen the water particular 
problem.

The first, and by far the most ex- 
pensive the long run, simply “ride 
it out” — that is, take no pro-active steps 
but simply fix property and infrastructure 
as they’re damaged. The second possible 
response, slightly less costly, the “build 
your way out” plan. This would mean tak- 
ing isolated actions advance: building 
sea walls, erecting bulkheads, etc. Final- 
ly, there’s the “green” approach, which 
“assumes fairly aggressive pre-emptive ac- 
tions blunt the effects global warm- 
ing. This includes new building codes for 
greater energy efficiency, early-warning 
systems anticipation extreme high 
temperatures, and, above all, steps 

ninimize the effects flooding metro 
Boston’s coastal plain.”

For new electronic sounds, Boston is consid- 

ered behind the times. Ultimately, though, 
nothing could be further from the truth. Consider 
LEGGO DUB, the new Tuesday night sound at the 


— alreacy primed by MCs like Dizzee 
Rascal and labels like Vice 


dubstep is probably the hottest sub- 
recent night when the Sox were 
ttling the Yankees high-def TV, 
three experts held court. 
“Essentially dubstep comes from 
South London, Brixton, Chelsea, Clapham, and 
the acres of concrete of Council Houses in the UK,” 
says Leggo Dub resident Dj TIM HASLETT. “It wasn’t 
dreamed up by some label.” Haslett is one of the un- 
sung heroes of the Boston scene. An original em- 
e of DJ Raffi’s Boston Beat shop back in East 
circa 1986, Haslett sold disco 12-inches and 
inal house singles alongside DJ Bruno to cru- 
sading record shoppers. Always current, now 
pushes the new reggae-fueled hip-hop style 


killing it in the underground. “There’s nothing 


anti-commercial about it,” he says. “It’s experimen- 
tal, but only to a degree. It’s got rhythm, melody, 
harmony and it’s not assonate or dissonant.” 

“I'm excited about dubstep because to me it’s 
like Motown, it’s like Detroit techno,” says Leggo 
Dub resident UFO (neé BILLY KIELY), who grew 
Quincy and the head sales Boston-based 
record distributor Forced Exposure. (Full disclosure: 
this author is also a FE employee). “It’s like this 
autonomous black music homegrown from the 
UK, and to me that’s really exciting.” Haslett, a 
graduate student of Afro-American culture, iden- 
dubstep link the Jamaican diaspora: 
“With the generations of Jamaicans in the UK, 
it’s always a love of reggae and dub. They would 
hear it everywhere they went. It’s as if the 
influences are a hereditary trait.” Kiely, one of 
the few distributors importing the sound direct 
from the UK, says the Leggo Dub night is de- 
signed to draw the clear connection between Ja- 
maican dub reggae and the hot new sound. “It’s 
really reggae-conscious. Dubstep producers call 
on sounds from Middle Eastern music and from 
UK garage culture and it has a great flavor.” 

“When first heard it, thought was the 
coolest shit I've ever heard,” says club-goer Cindy 
Chen, remarkable low-end fills the club. “The 
beats are so minimal and it’s extremely different, 
with badass basslines. The fact that you can feel 
it is also fucking hot.” Adds Kiely, “it’s all low end. 
It's paced like dub records, it’s more tracky. Reggae 
music apocalyptic and apocryphal, too. And 
think dubstep has really called upon that.” 

The third element of the night, Dj DISTORT 
(a/k/a Rob Buschgans), originally comes from 
the New Jersey hip-hop scene and makes frequent

evolve. “Post-1995, once the gritty, banging, Havoc- 
and RZA-style production phased out, missed 
straight-up bangers,” he says of the Sopranos-esque 
locale where he was raised.

The conventional wisdom would 
don’t try, especially if the band are Boston’s 
legendary the Cars, where, along with Ric 
Ocasek, you'd also have to find fill-ins for 
deceased singer/bassist Ben Orr and retired 
drummer David Robinson. That leaves 
only two-fifths the original band: key- 
boardist Greg Hawkes and guitarist Elliot 
Easton, along with frontman Todd 
Rundgren who had only faint connec- 
tion the original band (he produced 
Jules Shear album that Easton played on). 

The obvious contemporary compar- 
isons are the Doors with Ian Astbury, or 
Queen with Paul Rogers — the first a total 
fiasco, the second a relative fiasco. A more 
fitting analog might be 1999’s David 
Byrne-less Talking Heads reunion, when 
the remaining members carried the 
Heads. The group’s multi-singer album 
Talking, Just Head was terrible; onstage 
came together. tour with one singer, 
Concrete Blonde’s Johnette Napolitano, 
the Heads rediscovered their chemistry. 

The remaining Cars have gone step 
further with Rundgren, effectively merging 
with his band Utopia. 
Bassist Kasim Sulton was the Ben Orr 
Utopia the sex symbol who sang the ro- 
mantic tunes. (He sings “Drive” in the New 
Cars.) And ex-Tubes drummer Prairie Prince 
had hand many Rundgren-produced 
projects, notably XTC’s Sky- 
larking. 

Not surprisingly, the live 
portions the New Cars’ It’s 
Alive (Rhino) sound like 
Utopia doing the Cars. And 
15 of the 18 tracks are live. 
Of those, 12 are Cars covers 
(from “Just What I Needed” 
and “Candy “Drive” 
all the expected hits). It’s fun, the 
arrangements are accurate, and it’s more 
lively than the notoriously static, Ric 
Ocasek-led Cars were once discov- 
ered sequencers. All the trademark 
parts Easton and Hawkes are place, 
right down the sharp guitar solo 
“Best Girl,” and Rundgren treats 
the songs with affection, doing occa- 
sional Orr Ocasek imitation but mostly 
singing in his own style. It’s not the Cars, 
but fresh take material that holds 
just fine.

lyrics for the song to be open to wider in- 
terpretation. did anything wrong, 
probably made the lyrics mean too much.”

Does 
his participation in the New Cars mean 
that he’s toning down his ambitious con- 
cepts?

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Finding new Radiohead the web

kicked off their spring/summer 
tour on May 6 in Copenhagen. 
For non-Radiohead heads — folks who 
don’t hang on every word posted on the 
band’s Dead Air Space blog or visit fansites 
like At Ease every couple of hours — since 
last year they've been working on a new 
album, the follow-up to 2003's Hail to the 
Thief, and they're road-testing the new 
material on the current tour, which 
es to the Bank of America Pavilion 
this Sunday and Monday. 

For the last few weeks, Radiohead ob- 
sessives have been scouring the Web for 
the new stuff, like little kids at Christmas-

this. NME has posted a “Your favourite new 
Radiohead track” poll. Message boards are 
abuzz with laments about lyric changes 
from show to show, debates about what 
the songs are about, and gushes about 
how great they are. All this based on some 
lo-fi, MiniDisc-in-the-crowd recordings of 
songs that aren’t even fully written. 
Aeanwhile, in an email to Radiohead’s 
fan club, Thom Yorke dropped the details 
on his first solo album, The Eraser — 
“inevitably . . . more beats & electronics” 
— produced by longtime Radiohead knob- 
twiddler, Nigel Godrich, wiso the band has 
abandoned for “LP7” in favor of Madonna 
mixmaster Mark “Spike” Stent. Oddly, in- 
die label releasing The Eraser July 
11, midway through Radiohead’s tour. 
Even better, for those who have a sense of 
2umor, Easy Star Records, the folks who 
brought you Dub Side of the Moon, are putting 
out Radiodread: Complete Reggae Version Ra- 
diohead’s OK Computer in August — yowzah.

BANGERS MASH 
Wolverhampton, Yorke introduced this

VIDEOTAPE 

The only new song they’ve opened a show 
with, “Videotape” begins as a beautiful pi- 
ano ballad with Yorke singing, “When I’m 
tape/Mephistopheles is just beneath/And 
he’s reaching grab me,” before drum- 
mer Phil Selway comes in with an off-beat 
stick click/bass drum rhythm. The song 
eventually builds urgent peak remi- 
niscent of the eargasmic Amnesiac B-side 
“Cuttooth” with Yorke wailing above the 
music. This one keep eye on. 


OPEN PICK 

This one starts out not unlike “2+2=5” — 
with rhythmically and harmonically in- 
teresting minor-key guitar figure before 
the rest the band comes with pretty 
straightforward, upbeat backing. The song 
sounds bit underdeveloped: the only real 


dynamic shift happens about halfway 
through when Thom Yorke kicks the vocals 
octave. 


BODYSNATCHERS 

Another upbeat, guitar-driven tune, 
“Bodysnatchers” is one of the best and 
most complete the new lot. Yorke sings 
something about being trapped body 
and not being able to get out, which nicely 
complements the twitchy, itchy mood of 
the music. March, guitarist Jonny 
Greenwood posted the Radiohead.com 
message board that they had just about 
finished “Bodysnatchers,” it’s probably 
safe bet that this one will show “LP7.” 


ARPEGGI 

This song’s been kicking around various 
incarnations since March of last year, 
when Yorke and Greenwood played with 
the Nazareth Orchestra London’s Ether 
Festival. On the European tour versions, 
guitars have taken over the song’s arpeg- 
gio foundation, which Greenwood had 
played the early electronic instrument 
the Ondes Martenot, and Selway’s drum 
beat adds dancy element the song’s 
ethereal vibe. 


HOUSE CARDS 

With its ska beat and pleasant vocal 
melody set lyrics about collapsing infra- 
structure and denial, this is what I imag- 
ine would sound like Toots and the 
Maytals were to cover OK Computer —oh, 
wait, right...

The education Esperanza Spalding; plus, Jeremy solo debut

t’s getting late on a Tuesday night at 
Bob’s Southern Bistro in the South End 
and I’m searching my memory for the 
last time I’ve heard and seen 
happening now: a jazz singalong. Onstage 
is Esperanza Spalding, 21, the petite bass 
player with the towering Afro who came to 
Berklee as a 17-year-old and has since not 
only become, quite literally, the poster girl 
for the college, with a giant silhouette of 
her painted on the side of the Performance 
Center, but also fixture around town, 
now teaching bass the school where she 
was so recently a student, and showing up 
as a leader and sideperson in any number 
of local bands. (She’s at Bob’s every Tuesday 
night, and at Ryles June 8.) 

light her trio has been joined onstage 
by her boyfriend, another Berklee grad 
with even higher profile, trumpeter 
Christian Scott, playing a mix of standards 
and originals. Spalding’s playing style is so 
free and natural, it’s not hard to see why 
Berklee snapped her up after an audition in 
her home town of Portland, Oregon. She 
has a rich, beautiful tone, and she’s a 
rhythm section player who always articu- 


lates clear pulse even she steps outside 


the beat, suspending it, stretching it, at 
the same time always contributing to the 
ongoing development melody and har- 
mony within the band. When she solos, 
the ideas seem pour out her almost 
faster than she can keep and that’s 
not simply a matter of velocity. It’s a com- 
monplace say that improvisers think 
ahead, but Spalding’s phrasing, varied 
is, with its own rhythmic-melodic motivic 
logic, defies easy riffing scalar patterns. 
Her solos just seem present themselves 

Which doesn’t even get to the singing. 
Spalding likes sing she plays bass, not 
uncommon pop and rock, where the 
basslines are “pre-set,” Spalding likes 
say, but rare in jazz, where the lines are 
continually shifting. And, also 
points out, when she’s playing the highest 
register of her upright acoustic bass, she’s 
hunched over the instrument the worst 
possible posture for a vocalist. 

Her voice is small, light, idiosyncratic, 
and at Bob’s and on her new Junjo (Ayva, in 
stores June 6), blends in, another instru- 
ment, in unison with her own bass or with 
the piano on the melody lines. But her im- 
provisations are free her bass play- 
ing, her voice rolling over the melody in 
soft vowel sounds, unaccented by the hard 
consonants of bebop. And when she sings 
lyrics, as on the standard “I Fall in Love Too 
Easily” at Bob’s, she makes mature choices, 
as emotionally right as they are musical — 
for instance, in the way she drops from a

high phrase sing, fall love too 
hard,” bringing that final word down. It’s 
no wonder that, given her on- and offstage 
charm, she’s one serious jazz musician 
who can lead singalong set-closer 
(everyone humming her Adore You”) 
and get away with it. 

Spalding was raised single mother 
with a brother seven years her senior, was 
home-schooled, tried high school, and 
dropped out when the school wouldn’t ad- 
vance her fast enough, then passed her 
four months later. And when you 
talk her, she seems surprised 
here as anyone. 

was scared when got here,” she 
tells over tea the Trident Newbury 
Street. “Up until Berklee, I could hardly 
read, I couldn’t read changes. I would just 
use ear. didn’t know anything about 
theory. knew about classical theory, but 
nothing about jazz theory.” 

Always the young star, she was now 
whole school full stars. The first 
time Christian Scott asked her play, 
his band veterans turned her around. 
“They wanted mess up, because 
they just thought was some girl Christ- 
ian had crush on. Kind from then on, 
I've thought, ‘I have so much to learn, I 
don’t know 

Maybe not, but within months arriv- 


ing at Berklee, she won an audition to tour 
as R&B star Patti Austin’s bassist. Joe Lo- 
vano also took her out for a tour. And now 
she’s teaching. And still studying. Junjo 
assured trio session with pianist Aruan 
Ortiz and drummer Francisco Mela, laced 
with Brazilian and other Latin rhythms, 
but also odd-metered, free excursions. 
“Right from the beginning, understood 
how the bass works, the role of the bass, ! 
knew what to do, and if I didn’t know, I 
knew what to ask, where to look to find 
out. For an outsider, bass is probably the 
least interesting instrument the band. 
But when hear Kind Blue and I’m check- 
ing out what Paul Chambers is doing, and 
I’m like, DAMN! How did he think of those 
lines? beautiful! And the beautiful 
thing that didn’t. didn’t practice 
those lines, he didn’t think of the lines, 
he’s just playing himself. And he’s feeding 
off what everyone else doing. And that’s 
beautiful. You can’t theorize that. It’s 
him, you know? It’s killing! love that.” 


Jeremy Udden probably best known 

around town for playing alto saxo- 
phone the past six years with the Either/ 
Orchestra. But on his new Torchsongs (Fresh 
Sounds) plays much soprano alto. 
either case, the light, airy sound and 
continually unfolding melody likely 


remind listeners Lee Konitz. 

“I'd lying didn’t say I’ve listened 
to about a million hours of Lee Kontiz,” 
Udden (pronounced you-DEEN), 28, says 
when reach him phone. “There are 
other influences who quite obvi- 
ous even though they’re obvious me, 
like Lucky Thompson soprano.” 

Those influences also include his for- 
mer New England Conservatory teachers, 
trombonist/composer Bob Brookmeyer and 
the late soprano saxophonist and composer 

teve Lacy. Udden includes Lacy’s “Blinks” 
on the album, but opts for alto sax. “I don’t 
think have the guts play soprano 
Lacy tune,” he says, laughing. 

Brookmeyer, meanwhile, is featured on 
two tracks from Torchsongs. Their contra- 
puntal improv over the rhythm section 
Udden’s “Marin” and the minute-forty- 
four unaccompanied album-closing duet 
“Afterthought” are album highlights. 
“He has the most amazing sound the 
world,” says Udden Brookmeyer, “and 
his time is amazing. He’s all melodies, a 
total melody player.” 

Udden, who plays CD-release show 
the Lily Pad June covers lot 
ground boppish swing originals like 
“Every Step” and “Tut Muffin,” out-there 
excursions on “Blinks,” a classic sax-bass- 
drums blowout “Loaded.” And, after the 
swinging acoustic-jazz openers, the album 
takes sharp left turn “Fish Lake” with 
two electric guitars (Tim Miller and Ben 
Monder) and Fender Rhodes keyboard (Leo 
Genovese). With its broad, majestic guitar 
chords and emphatic backbeat, it’s one of 
the standouts. 

“A lot of jazz albums are recorded in one 
day something. But obviously Torch- 
songs the band changes every tune. had 
the freedom not having working band, 
just thought each song, 
would sound the best?’” 

The two jazz albums that Udden cites as 
models are Joe Henderson’s Lush Life and Joe 
Lovano’s Rush Hour the equivalent jazz 
concept albums. “But wasn’t listening 
those when did this. was listening 
rock records like Wilco’s Yankee Hotel Foxtrot 
and Beck’s Sea Change. suppose ‘Fish Lake’ 
the most Beck-like. I’m still holding 
saxophone, but it’s got more layers 
guitars and Rhodes and saxophones fading 
and out. There’s saxophone solo 
didn’t want one.”

Sheer desperation motivated Greg 
Giraldo to jump into comedy. 

“Il was working as a lawyer in New 
York City and I knew I just couldn’t hold 
a job and work in an office any more,” he 
says. “Academically, I'd done well, sol 
guess looked like I’d good 
paper, but when came showing 
the morning and being motivated to work 
things didn’t care about, sucked. 
knew | had to do something creative.” 

It was 1992, and “stand-up comedy at 
the time was hilariously shitty,” he con- 
tinues. “There were a million hacks in 
skinny ties and jackets on TV and in the 
clubs. My friends and I used to watch 
stand-up for the irony. would sit 
there and mock it. started doing 
stand-up because | figured I could suck as 
bad as they did until I found out what it 
was really wanted do.” 

Giraldo, who performs the Come- 
dy Connection clubs in Boston and East 
Providence this weekend, still hasn’t 
found his dream gig, isn’t letting on. 
fact, Giraldo’s stock funny has 
risen dramatically in recent years thanks 
to his affiliation with the Comedy Cen- 
tral juggernaut the successful corpo- 
rate conglomerate that’s a cable TV net- 
work, record and DVD label, production 
company, and book publisher. The Daily 
Show with John Stewart franchise is Comedy 
Central’s hottest commodity, but it’s al- 
ignited the careers Steve Carell 
and Stephen Colbert, and catapulted 
Dave Attell, Lewis Black, and Dane 
Cook into the top echelon 
contemporary stand-up. 

“There something paradox- 
ical going on in that it’s much 
harder to get a break in stand-up 
today,” Giraldo says by phone from his 
New York City office. “But you’re 
lucky enough come into the focus 
Comedy Central you suddenly have a 
rabid fan base of white 16- to 26-year- 
old males.” 

Giraldo’s relationship with the cable 
network started with its stand-up variety 
programs, where took his five- 
minute shots along with dozens 
other laugh generators. But his 
career accelerated when he 
became regular Tough 
Crowd with Colin Quinn 2003. 
For the past two years he’s 
hosted Comedy Central’s 
Stand Nation with Greg Giraldo 
sprawling two-and-a-half- 
hour compendium short 
stand-up clips, interviews, 
skits, and whatever else pops 
into the head Giraldo 
and his team of writers. 


“It’s really a work in progress and very 
time-consuming. We have to crank out a 
monologue every week and try develop 
some kind of theme to knit everything to- 
gether. much easier for develop 
for live act. There are enough 
places New York for able 
work things out on stage. I'll get an idea 
and get there and just start babbling, 
and after while take shape.” 

Giraldo’s still best live. His strong work 
ethic constantly provides new material that 
keeps his act fresh, and his self-effacing, 
unforced delivery makes even his most 
scabrous takes marriage, drugs, and 
booze go down easy. That’s why he runs 
away with the new Comedy Central DVD 
Dave Attell’s Insomniac Tour Uncensored, a film 
night stand-up Las Vegas that also 
stars Sean Rouse and Dane Cook.

Bone Burnett stakes his claim

canny Texas-born songwriter 

Bone Burnett hasn’t stepped 

into the footlights for least 

metaphorically — 14 years now. 

And, literally, it’s been years 
since he’s taken the stage perform his 
songs, which once again June 
the Somerville Theatre. 

Not that the guitarist and singer 
whose career blossomed during his mem- 
bership Bob Dylan’s 1970 “Rolling Thun- 
der Review” and through his own Alpha 
Band and eight solo recordings hasn’t 
been working furious pace. 

But after his last solo album, 1992’s The 
Criminal Under My Own Hat (Columbia), Bur- 
nett lost touch with his muse. His road to 
self-rediscovery performer was full 
fascinating twists. He’s produced distinc- 
tive sounding albums for Elvis Costello, 
Roy Orbison, his then-wife Sam Phillips, 
nuevo-retro country artist Gillian Welch, 
mountain music icon Ralph Stanley, Los 
Lobos, and Counting Crows. made the 
multi-platinum Bringing Down the Horse with 
the Wallflowers and the Grammy winning 
World with Tony Bennett and k.d. 
lang. also won Grammy for his music 
production and direction for Brother, 
Where At Thou?, which yielded a soundtrack 
that gave bluegrass-rooted music the biggest 
boost it had had since the 1960s folk boom. 

What really liberated Burnett again, 
however, was making music for the the- 
ater especially the plays Sam Shepard, 
which rumble along their own distinc- 
tive poetic rhythms. “That really pulled 
outside myself and got writing for 
other characters,” Burnett says. “It taught 
that it’s all about storytelling, includ- 
ing the music, and the rest secondary.” 

Even after that enlightenment took 
Burnett years get back into the studio 
with his own songs. And then the process 
was still unhurried. holed with 
crack band that included guitarist Marc Ri- 
bot and drum legend Jim Keltner, and they 
experimented and jammed and listened 
Howlin’ Wolf and other pioneers earth- 
shaking primal rock for inspiration until 
Burnett’s new lyrics and the music found 
their steam. 

The result, The True False Identity (Colum- 
bia), riveting, visceral shamble through 
the heart modern America that save 
for his distinctive, airy high baritone voice 
sounds unlike any Burnett’s previous 
albums. It’s complex and free-ranging, yet 
has the humming, noisy, welcoming feel 
garage rock its heart.

Legacy), which mines his earlier work, has 
also been released.

PEARL JAM THE GARDEN 
LESS REMAINS MORE 


After dozen more years getting shit from friends for 
insisting that Pearl Jam are the rare band who are always 
great live, | was ready to see through the scam Wednesday,

With hordes big guys baseball hats 
bustling past me on the way in, hooting and hollering 
for particular purpose, was off good start. “Woo- 
hoo!” That’s right, you’re the Garden. Shut the hell 
and find your seats. 

And then, with little fanfare, no explosions or giant 
video screens, five guys sauntered on a stage and just 
started playing. You could argue that Jam take the 
theater out of the arena. But there’s so much drama in 
the songs, the very obvious pleasure guitarist Stone 
Cossard and bassist Jeff Ament take in laying down a solid 
yet supple foundation with drummer Matt Cameron, and 
Eddie Vedder’s tight-fisted, full-throated delivery, that 
anything more than some sparingly used green lasers 
would too much. Pearl Jam have become the people’s 
band for those who are willing have them.

tic and terribly urgent. Nonetheless, it’s 
not likely pull $77 million its 
opening weekend.

Revisiting Vietnam film

‘AT HOME AND ABROAD: 
THE VIETNAM WAR 
FILM’ 


Every chapter in Stanley Karnow’s 1983 
Pulitzer Prize-winning Vietnam: A History 
begins not with an epigraph, but with a 
series photographs. It’s odd conceit, 
but one that’s uniquely fitting for the 
first American conflict thoroughly doc- 
umented on film, from the images that 
sustained magazines like Life to the reels 
of footage shot by news cameramen. Not 
coincidentally, Karnow wrote his book in 
conjunction with a TV series underwrit- 
ten was the power im- 
agery that eventually convinced Ameri- 
cans that our Vietnam venture, no matter 
how well intentioned, was a tragic fail- 
ure. the half century since our troops 
arrived in country, images of Vietnam, 
real and fictional, have only proliferated, 
as Americans have wrestled with the 
difficult issues surrounding the war. 

Friendlier relations with Vietnam, 
along with an increasing willingness 
talk the part those who were 
there, making policy Washington 
making war down the trenches, has 
only created new opportunities explore 
wound that never seems heal. The 
best known documentaries on the sub- 
ject have attained something close 
blockbuster status by not just investigat- 
ing aspects the conflict, but uncov- 
ering the socio-political structures that 
led us so far astray and left the better 
part of a generation wounded physically 
and psychically.

At the same time, smaller films by di- 
rectors with more modest budgets have 
continued to surface. Most eschew the 
big questions order explore corners 
of the conflict in Southeast Asia and on 
the homefront, and to make inroads into 
the North, where footage and stories are 
ll being uncovered.

Winter Soldier is the most modest and 
self-contained the “big” films. Peter 
Davis’s expansive HEARTS AND MINDS 
(1974; June 16 @ 7 pm, with the director in 
attendance; June pm) and Errol 
Morris’s candidly sad THE FOG OF WAR 
(1993; June 21 @ 9 pm; June 24 @ 7pm) are 
two the most ambitious, feature- 
length explorations, each taking ma- 
jor chunks the conflict artfully 
weaving archival footage the conflict 
with first-person interviews. HEARTS AND 
MINDS won Academy Award for best 
documentary 1974 for good reason: 
the Vietnam war was the first conflict 
Americans viewed bits and pieces over 
their morning cornflakes, then Davis’s 
film was unique and successful attempt 
make sense all that imagery. All 
the villains and casualties the conflict 
are here, from self-assured President 
Eisenhower delineating the domino theo- 
ry, arrogant General Westmore- 
land, who makes his infamous sugges- 
tion that Asians don’t value life the way 
Americans do, resigned President 
Johnson, withdrawing his bid for the De- 
mocratic presidential nomination the 
face growing uncertainty about the 
war. Davis master the telling jux- 
taposition: repatriated P.O.W. proudly 
answers questions from grade school 
children while another innocent child, 
halfway around the world, watches a sol- 
dier set fire to his family’s home. And, 
though Davis's agenda is clear, 30 years 
after the fact it’s easier see how good 
people were duped into supporting what 
they believed was a good war.

t’s hard say which bigger, Cyrano 
Bergerac’s nose his thesaurus. 
The swashbuckling swordsman Ed- 
: mond Rostand’s 1897 barnstormer 
Cyrano Bergerac (at Trinity Repertory 
m= Company through June 11) is as renowned 
his verbal panache for his “peninsu- 
la” proboscis. But Amanda Dehn- 
vigorous staging, the other capa- 
cious thing about Cyrano his heart.

Even the courtship-challenged Christian 
dies for his country, and doing 
makes love’s martyr Cyrano, who can 
longer tell Roxane was his words 
that, after Christian’s Brad Pitt counte- 
nance inspired few palpitations, truly 
captured her heart. 

“My success achieved only ex- 
cess,” observes Rostand’s profile-chal- 
lenged protagonist.

(Eleanor Duckworth, Joan Green, and 
Karen Klein) began the piece locked in a 
line, with one woman draped over the 
arms of the other two. 

The first group made small, individual ex- 
cursions into space and returned to their 
waiting teammates, first at a light, fast pace. 
After a slower, more languorous section, they 
were flinging themselves each other, al- 
most out of control but always safely caught. 

The older women’s version of this was 
terse and sedate. You could see that they 
were strong and speedy, but sometimes they 
seemed doing rehearsed simulated 
teamwork, rather than tapping into the 
spontaneous timing and adaptability that 
held the other group together.

Erwin Wurm and Sarah Walker investigate

Austrian artist Erwin Wurm loves playing 
the philosopher. When flew into 
Boston from his home Vienna few 
Wednesdays ago give tour his retro- 
spective Love Time, Don’t Like 
Time” Rose Art Museum, 
wondered aloud the audience, “When 
stand quiet, is it a sculpture or is it an ac- 
tion?” made pronouncements: “Gain- 
ing and losing weight also sculpture.” 
You find him testing out such theories 
the more than 130 works in this show, 
which was organized the Yerba Buena 
Center for the Arts San Francisco and 
his first major survey. 

Born 1954, Wurm started out work- 
ing cheap, using whatever materials 
had handy. His earliest piece here, the 
1992 video 59 Positions, shows him and a 
friend huddling inside sweaters that they 
stretch over their bodies screwball ways, 
putting their legs into sleeves and on, 
adopt different poses. Mixing clowning 
and seriousness, he studies the nature of 
sculpture seeing how many ways can 
vary his presentation basic objects and 
throwing performers into the mix. 

soon hit his signature idea, the 
One Minute Sculpture, which began with 
videos in 1997 and spawned a body of large- 
format photographs. (It also inspired the 
video for the Red Hot Chili Peppers’ song 
“Can’t Stop” in 2002.) These are documents 
brief goofy feats derring-do choreo- 
graphed Wurm: woman lying the 
floor with the leg chair balanced 
her eye; man all fours balanced atop 
coffee cups; woman holding bottles be- 
tween her arms and legs; man balanced 
on a broom; a woman crushed under a 
suitcase; two legs of a chair balanced on 
carrots; a man with a film canisters stuck 
his eye sockets, pens plugg 
and ears, and a stapler in his mot

restaurant shoving his head down the 
front shirt; two standing 
women pressed together trapping bunch 
oranges between their bodies; woman 
lying atop man city sidewalk.

Novelist Valerie Martin has made a career 
of tackling the offbeat, the morally am 
biguous, and the bizarre. Her Orange 
Prize-winning Property, for example, 
made jealousy her own 
slave palpable, if not entirely sympathetic, 
and Mary Reilly gave protagonist half 
in love with the infamous Dr. Jekyll. 

Her new collection takes on an entire 
class of unruly characters: artists. Novel- 
ists, poets, painters, printmakers, 
dancers, and actors are the central 
figures these six stories, and 
unsparing eye proves once again that art 
doesn’t ennoble. The process creation, 
however, often transforms, and Martin 
captures all her prickly protagonists 
moments transition. 

It’s not pretty, but these pivotal mo- 
ments personal and artistic crisis, 
while left unresolved, are enthralling and 
almost always enlightening. When Jack, 
the narrator of “His Blue Period,” first de- 
scribes his relationship with obnox- 
ious fellow painter, Ansbach, he seems 
set tell the far more successful 
artist’s story.

This was hope, even for 
her!” Always, for Martin, it’s a window 


on personality, illuminating both creator 
and audience 

In fact, the only one of these stories that 
steps back from this unflinching study of 
character is the closer, “The Change.” Os- 
tensibly about the relationship between a 
printmaker and her journalist husband, who 
feels his wife growing distant she enters 
menopause, their story quickly becomes 
mystical. He knows of her mood swings, 
the hot flashes and waning sexual desire, 
but he’s painfully aware that her art also 
changing, deepening darkens, with 
its moody depictions of a mythical forest. 
He, meanwhile, denied growth, caught 
the stasis writer’s block. magical 
encounter could mark the end that period, 
for both them. “It was best still 
such a presence,” he realizes, “which surely 
would not stay long ever come again.” 

“The Change” the only one the 
bunch that strays possibly from 
straightforward realism, part because 
the successful artist remains cipher. 
is therefore the least successful in illumi- 
nating the artistic process, and yet its mix 
metaphor and matter every sense 
wonderful. But even with “The Change”, 
Martin finds an emotional core to the 
magic, as she did with the Jekyll and Hyde 
story in Mary Reilly. These gems are all 
tales metamorphosis, presented 
times with the tiniest spark hope. Only 
this last these six gems may literally 
have wings.

PUZZLE HERE just good, food.

The best dessert I tasted was a strawber- 
ry bread pudding ($8). It had a flavor 
halfway between shortcake and summer 
pudding, limited only little strawber- 
ries that perfectly ripe. garnish 
deep-fried strawberries needs breading 
that doesn’t taste like pancake batter. Saf- 
fron panna cotta ($8) risky business, 
since the mousy flavor saffron has 
little sweeter work well desserts. 
Here sprig rosemary top was also 
odd touch, although the peach sorbet and 
homemade amaretto cookies were good 
enough carry their own dessert. 

Bananas conundrum ($8) is a couple of 
excellent things sautéed bananas and 
rich chocolate ice cream once you get 
past the useless chocolate crépes and the 
homemade marshmallow, cylinder 
Italian meringue.

True, he’s two-time loser big races 
(in '98, for the congressional seat currently oc- 
cupied Mike Capuano, and Shannon 
understudy four years ago), But these 
defeats seem to have imbued Gabrieli with a 
keen sense what it’s going take for the 
Democrats to break the 16-year Republican- 
governor streak this time around — a shrewder 
sense, perhaps, than his two opponents. 

Take the umbrella of issues involving ille- 
gal immigration. Earlier this year, Reilly 
backed a bill that would have allowed chil- 
dren illegal immigrants pay in-state tu- 
ition at state schools; Patrick has said he'd 
support a bill that would give driver's licenses 
immigrants here illegally. But Gabrieli 
whose parents emigrated from Hungary — 
says he opposes both measures, and has made 
a point of speaking sternly on immigration is 
sues. (One example, from a CBS-4 debate 
sponsored Jon Keller: think have 
very careful and {make] very clear to people, 
as Democrats: we are not in favor of illegal be 
havior, we’re not support people violat 
ing laws. That’s not why we have those laws 
Citizenship should mean something.”) 

Many Democrats will disagree with 
Gabrieli this point. But the fact is, Kerry 
Healey and the Republicans have pegged ille- 
gal immigration winning issue this 
election and right now, Gabrieli looks like 
the only Democrat capable of neutralizing 
the issue the general-election campaign. 
If this seems like cynical calculation, bear in 
mind that Gabrieli would likely run a more 
immigrant-friendly administration, for 
legals and illegals alike, than Healey would. 
(Bear in mind, too, that more centrist subur- 
banites than illegal immigrants vote.) 

more, Gabrieli does better job 
than his Democratic opponents of arguing 
that Massachusetts needs a governor who 
can work with the legislature, not just against 
it. the Democrats are going retake the 
Corner Office, this particular point needs 
pounded into the heads the independ- 
ent voters who elected Bill Weld and Paul 
Cellucci and Mitt Romney. And since Gabrieli 
isn’t veteran pol with Irish surname 
(unlike Reilly) and hasn’t hinted that the 
income tax might need to be raised (unlike 
Patrick), he could be a perfect messenger. 

There’s one point worth pondering: 
Gabrieli is elected, might he discover — 
when battling with the legislature, con- 
strained the state’s budget, and subjected 
the unceasing scrutiny the Boston me- 
dia that longs for his days civic do- 
gooder, answerable only himself? After 
all, everyone loves you when using 
your own cash to serve the public good. But 
running Massachusetts promises bit 
rougher the ego.

When Tom Reilly famously proclaimed in 
February that “politics are not my strong 
suit,” he was right — just not in the way he 
was thinking. Reilly was talking about the 
minefield of high-stakes campaigning. But 
politics the broader sense, using pub- 
lic office to do the people's business, has of- 
ten proven at odds with Reilly’s instinctu- 
al, trust-the-gut faith his own right- 
ness. 

Reilly, in the words of one veteran Mass- 
achusetts pol, overgrown Boy Scout. 
divides the world into right and wrong, and 
righteously some say stubbornly pur- 
sues what he believes to be right. 

made his “strong suit” remark after 
series missteps, the most recent being 
the withdrawal State Representative 
Marie St. Fleur his running mate, when 
reports surfaced about her embarrassing fi- 
nancial history. month earlier, Reilly had 
been caught calling the Worcester district 
attorney after fatal car crash involving 
teenage daughters, what ap- 
peared some attempt dissuade him 
from leaking the details the crash the 
media and from charging the father with 
supplying alcohol the daughter, mi- 
nor, who was driving. 

both cases, Reilly appears have em- 
pathized with the transgressor — a poten- 
tially welcome balancing trait hard- 
nosed prosecutor. overlooked St.

Clearly, failure here isn’t due 
insufficient charisma. When it comes to 
articulating emotionally compelling po- 
litical vision, Patrick easily bests his Demo- 
cratic rivals.

round Patrick was just beginning, I asked 
him about letter he’d sent potential 
supporters, which urged them talk 
to their kids about the governor’s job. The 
idea struck painfully naive but 
then Patrick offered this defense: “It’s 
adults to invite and challenge young people 
to think about more than themselves — to 
see their stake not just in their own 
dreams, but their dreams. 
You can trivialize any gesture that people 
make try offer way for people 
heard, and there are a lot of examples of 
that public life. think it’s time turn 
that around.”

These incidents could suggest Reilly’s 
ability to see multiple sides in any situa- 
tion, something admirable his character 
that would stand him in good stead as a 
holder political office.

That is hardly the only case in which 
has appeared that Reilly has acted 
more out personal indignation, than 
the basis legal reasoning political 
consensus. 

Those who have worked closely with him 
at the AC’s office describe how he will listen 
all sides issue, then gaze out the 
window thought before pronouncing, 
with definitiveness, how the office will pro- 
ceed. It’s a sort of “What Would Jesus Do?” 
moment for the Catholic Reilly, and he 
rarely, if ever, changes his mind once it’s set. 

Reilly despised Microsoft’s anti- 
competitive actions, so he kept pushing 
the antitrust case long after all the other 


ability to inspire — which Patrick obviously 
has in abundance — to succeed in the elec- 
toral realm. You also need an intuitive 
sense of what it takes to win elections. (Put 
both together and you get Bill Clinton; take 
away the latter and you get Eugene Mc- 
Carthy.) Almost anyone who’s watched 
Patrick would agree that he’s intelli- 
gent, intensely thoughtful man who oozes 
authenticity and gives one hell speech. 

Exhibit A, for the unconvinced, is 
Patrick’s stance on taxes. Last December, 
during a discussion of reduced revenues for 
cities and towns broadcast on WRKO-AM, 
Patrick hinted that might consider rais- 
ing the income tax . “Now that may not re- 
quire may not require that in- 
crease the income tax,” Patrick said. “I’m 
still looking at that.” 

This was an honest, intellectually 
sound answer. And it should never have 
passed Patrick’s lips. Since anti-tax 
sentiment remains the Massachusetts 
best political weapon, this kind 
of talk could doom Patrick in a general- 
election campaign, and promises 
give undecided Dems pause when they 
vote September’s primary. essence, 
Patrick allowed himself typecast 
tax-and-spend liberal without having 
worked single day Beacon Hill. 

Patrick’s poor handling the 
Ameriquest issue wasn’t 
helpful either. His busi- 
ness background 
should be one of his 
great strengths 
this race.
